Assessing US 
nuclear policy 


HETHER or nat financial conı- 

sideralions cnucourage ihe 
United Stinles to reduce Its stock- 
piles of nuclear warheads {(Penta- 
gon l0 tim nuclear arsenal, 
Novenıber 29), lhe warheads will 
soon start disabling theınselves anıy- 
way as one important component, 
tritlum, decays at 5.5 per cent a 
year. The reactors which produced 
this gas were closed in 1988, and 
stocks of tritium will be too low to 
sustain the current weapons inven- 
tory beyond 2005 or s0. 

One option under consideration 
is the production of tritium in one to 
three civilian light water reactors. 
However, that is a politically diffi- 
cult route to follow, given the US 
stance on civilian facilities in other 
parts of the world which could have 
nıllitary uses. 

Another alternative would be the 
construction of a dedicated acceleı- 
ator at a cost of $2.5 billion or so, 
which would malntain the separa- 
tion between nmuilitary and civilian 
use, The US Department of Energy 
has been researching alternative 
sources of trllium since 1993, and is 
runing out of time.

countries do not simply atop giving 
ald to countries with bad policies. 
Why only larget lencling countries? 
The World Bank has by far" the 
worst record of lending to countries 
lacking sound inslitutions, Including 
former development models such 
as indonesia, where $20 billion of 
past Bank loans are still unmac- 
counted for. 

Debt is a major hindrance to 
growth and development. Most 
poor country debt is the result of 
unsound loans from lending institu- 
tious, parlicularly the World Bauık, 
which have fuelled corruption and, 
it could be argued, helped to 
prevent market reforms. 

More than a decade of structural 
adjustment lending has shown that 
meaningful policy reform cannoli be 
bought, yet aid ageııcies continue to 
lend and grant money on promises 
of future reform rather than on 
proven commitments. 

It is not news that there is little 
relationship between the dislribu- 
tion of aid and the quality of coun- 
iries' policîes, Until we can improve 
the lencling policies, this cycle of 
loans, debls and more loans may 
conlimte indefinitely. Tle donor 
agencles are as much in need of in-

chief economist Joseph Sliglitz, 
aid can benefit countries with sound 
policies and institutions (Target aid 
where il will do good, November 
22). 

The problem is that the counties 
which need ail most to stimulate 
growth ancl reduce poverty arc the 
counirles mos! lacking these atirib- 
ules. Arguably, poor countries with 
sound policies and inslitutions do 
not necd more ail, What (hey need 
is more private invesiment.

Back in 1948, Nelson Mandela 
saw the Universal Declaration as "a 
sudden ray of hope at one of our 
darkest hours". What lhe orfigina- 
tors drafted was a blueprinl for a 
better future. But the job was not 
finished that December: i is a work 
sill in progress. 
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Abuses in a changing [ran get 
insufficient aftenilion. Saudi Arabia, 
bulwark of the Wesf, remains a 
black hole. Arms sales continue 
apace. 

Yet the machinery for prolecting 
human rights is there: by the time 
the cold war ended in 1991, 
international conventions had set 
standards for civil and political 
rights, and women's and children's 
righis, and benchmarks defining 
torture and racial discrimination. 

Even in the [ace of horrors in 
Cambodia, Bosnia and Rwanda, ad- 


rights — if only to distort İts univer- 
sal meaning. 

Algeria, bleeding in a nighlmare 
civil war, boasts A government 
backed human rights comnıission 
that catalogues the atrocities of 
Islamist enemies and ignores its 
own abuses, Other regimes lave 
done the same to deflect criticism 
rather than create accountability.

| T WAS well after midnight in the 


Tower, when the Universal Declara- 


tion of Human Riglıts was presented 
1o the Unlted Natlons General 
Assembly half a cruel cenlury ago 
this week. 

“A long job finished,” comınented 
a satisfied Eleanor Roosevelt, clıair- 
woman ûf the UN Hunıan Rights 
Commission and widow of the 
United States president who had led 
the penullimate slage of the bloody 
triumph aver fascism. 

Decenıber 10, 1948 marked an 
event of huge importance: three 
years alter a world war of unparal- 
leled savagery, the fledgling LIN 
gave eloquent expresslun to Ihe 
very luftiest of hunian aspirations. 

Trumpeting hope over experi- 
ence, ile language echoed the 
American Declaration of Indepen- 
dence 1o affirm that "all hunıan he- 
ings are born free and equal in 
dignity and rights. They are én- 
lowed with reason and conscience 
and slwuld act towards one another 
in a spirit of brotherlıood”. 

No maiter that support fur these 
ringing sentiments was far Iro 
unanimous: Saudi Arabia abstained; 
South Africa, with its new systenı of 
apartheid, objected. So did the 
Sovict Union, demanding the 
primacy of national sovereignly ancl 
the collective over the individual 
rights it saw aş the embodiment of 
bourgeais liberalism. 

„ Î was a moment of heady ideal- 
$m In unpromising circunıstances: 
as Mrs Roosevelt expressecl the 
hope that the declaration would be a 

Magna Carta of all mankind", the 
world was digging the first trenches 
of the cold war.

The new Fratıco-German accord, 
and their firm agreenıent on tax 
harmonisation, undermined British 
hopes of using the political relation- 
slip with lhe new Gerımar.

The stipendiary magistrate told 
Tatchell lte had “violated the rights 
of worshippers on one of the most 
iınporilant days in the Christian call 
endar”, tough the size of the fine 
suggesttd he. did not consider it to 
be a serious offence. A spokesman 


for Dr Carey said the archbishop 
. had .had ııo role in the proseculion 
and was "commilted to a continuing 


dialogue with honıosexuals",

Life is the pits for 
Russian coal miners 


Urals last May and to camp in front 
of the White House in Moscow Irom 
June 1o October. 

“Come on, you chaps, We nay be 
in a mess now, but things should be 
hetter in two years, dont you 
think?" quips Lilya Ivanovna, wlıo 
for the past 15 year's lıaş been in 
charge of the technicians’ and 
nmmaxcers’ changing rooıns al tlc 
Severnyi mince, 2Ûknı ouıt of lown. 
Lilya puts away the working clothes 
of those who come up from Lhe coal 
face, serves tea an¢l generally 
bosses “her men" aroundl. 

"Yes, İt was great 10 years ago; we 
earned a good living and there was a 
spirit of competition. Well, I'nı the 
patient sort — [ was born in the 
north. We're bound to get a decent 
living one day or other." 

Ivanovna is not the worst off of 
the people who work for Vorkuta- 
Ugol, the 85 per cent state-owned 
conıpany tlıat runs the eight nıines 
still in operation. She las retircd — 
whiclı does not stop her continuing 
to work. AlJlhough sle is no longer 
geltig her wages, she can rely oıı a 
pension of $40 a month, 

Since the “disappearance of 
moncy”, 1s one Severnyi ıniner puts 
it, Vorkuta has hacî to devise its own 
crisis econonly. Miners earned 
$350$1,000 per month before the 
rauble was devalued in August, 
They have survived since then only 
thanks to the many Ingenious barter 
systems set up by the town hall and 
Vorkuta-U gol.

O MAGNETS work in space? 
Ifsa, where do they point ta? 


ES, magnets do wurk in apace. 

Ferromagnetic material (which 
magnets used İn compasses are 
made o) responds to the presence 
of a nıagnetic field, however and 
wherever that field is produced. 

A magnetic field has a sense of 
direction, and magnets tend to line 
up with that direction. In the case of 
a terrestrial compass this will gener- 
ally be the direction of the Earth's 
nıagnetic field, but this can change 
ifyou place another magnet nearby. 

Large astronomical bodies (such 
as the Earth and the Sun) tend to 
produce magnetic flelds that per- 
vade the space around them. A mag- 
net in space woaııld feel the Earth's 
magnetic fleld if il were near the 
Earth and would. tend to point to- 
wards the magnetic North pole, just 
as lt would on the Earth's surface. 

Near the Sun the Earth has a neg- 
ligible .effect but the Sur's own 
magnetic field is stronger, so: the

لچ‎ HE success of an operation to 


yf BF reslore the sighl of a nearly 
۳ blind man may hold out hope for 
i Î thousands whose vislon is failing 
with ihe onset of old age. 

John Barr, a 70-year-old relirêd 
dentist, is one of the first guineu 
pigs tor an experimental operation 
lo counter the effects of nıacular cle- 
geueralon — where the central part 
of the retina wears otıt. Between 
500,000 and 2 million people in 
Britain have only peripheral vision as 
aresult. They are unable to read, andl 
many are registerecl partially blind. 

Mr Barr is among the 10 per cet 
who lıave a particular form of the 
disease which may be operable. The 
treatment iş still experinıental, but 
lis surgeon, David Wong of the Liv- 
erpool Royal Hospital, described it 
as the “single most important surgi- 
cal development for many years”. 

Mr Wong, one of the few 
opthalmic specialists in the world 1o 
have altempted the technique, said 
he had cffectively made a healthy 
parl of the eye take over the func- 
tion of a damaged part, “This i» the 
sort of thing every surgeon dreams 
of because it may transfornı the 
lives of so many people," he sail. 

Mr Barr is the seventh patient on 
whom Mr Wong has performed the 
operalion. In three cases the {real- 
ment is thought to have failed, ancl in 
a lurther three it is too early to tell.

HE Estonian Philharmonic

Unlike Frankenstein, however, 
Maurice has scant literary merit. Set 
on the Devon cuast near Torquay, 
it's a thin fable about a boy's abduc 
tion frorn his faniily and his reunion 
11 years lnler. The image of Mau- 
rice's shoes found in a field “about a 
mile from the river" was certainly 
inoere polent in an age when child- 
stealing was not go comnıonly re- 
ported.

FIM GELLER, one of the golden 
Soviets wlio long dominated 
world chess, ' recently died in 
Moscow aged 73. A sixtinıe candi 


'date for the highest title, Geller was 


famous as an imaginative tactician, 


‘as an innovator in theory, and most 


of all as a béte uoire of world chanıpi- 
ons. He had a lifetime plus score 
over Botvinnik, Fischer, Smyslov 
and Petrosian as well as 6-6 witlı Tal. 

Geller came to top clıess at 24, late 
in life for a grandnıaster. He hal 
served in the Soviet air force during 
the second world war, came from tle 
seaport of Odessa, and walked with a 
rolling sailor's gait. He chainsmoked, 
often got into time trouble, and was 
rather monolingual. But he was re- 
laxed and pleasant, often flashed a 
gold-toothed smile, and was well 
liked and respected. 

He was only a candidate master, 
the equivalent today of a lowly 2309 
rating, in his first Soviet chanıpi. 
onship. Yet such was his creative 
energy that within four years he was 
sixth in the 1953 candidates, and he 
stayed at that level until 1971. He 
won seven gold medals with the 
Soviet team in the Olympiads, 

Geller was an accurate analyst 
who saved Botvinnik from defeat by 
Fischer in a critical game at Varna 
1962, and was coach to Spassky in 
1972 and to Karpoy in 1978. This 
didn't stop him crushing an angry 
Karpov when Anatoly wanted a 
quick draw in the 1976 Soviet Cham- 
pionship — Efim Petrovich could be 
a man of independent spirit. 

Geller later described today’s 
game, played in his first USSR cham- 
pionship and full of rich tactical com- 
plexities, as “close to my heart”. 
Comments are abbreviated from The 
Soviet Championships by Cafferty 
and Taimanoyv (Cadogan, £19.99), a 
fine review of these great events,
